The soolalUts' headquar- 
ters were within one hundred and fifty foot 
of that poiut where the deadly bomb was 
thrown. Tho firing at tho polioo came 
from the. aamO direction, and-it-is Rurmised 
the oriminaln obtained their gnns,and^mad,e 
Ihb'^^BSdialiB'tB' - hall - their fifbhdezrbuei,' 'irid 
from thence they proceeded to make their 
assault. They wore concealed behind big 
boxea and hiinels on the sidewalk, having 
their yuns and tiring daring tho coufuaiou 'i 
fnUowinffjin oxnlnsio", ,Pftrj'C>»9 was on 
tnVpTaco aocompauied by his negro wifefor 
only a iiioiueut uud thou di.sai>peared with 
other anurchidts, and tho police Hearchod for 
the three muu all ni)jlit.

At Bay View the militia fired on the 
mob this morning.

The mob of socialists has started for 
Best's brewery. Three companies of in- 
fftiitry, platoon cavalry and platoon police 
are on the way to intercept thom. 

Eye witnosaea of the sliooting at Bay 
View report thut two men were killed 
outright, two - mortally wounded and a 
number slightly hurt., A .coUision oc- 
curred at Deer creek bridge'' bl6'ab to the 
village of, Bay View. -L'<ktqat reports from 
Bay View ahow a much more serious oon. 
dition of affairs than at first reported. A 
crowd of rioters oommencod to form at 
S:'M a in., and moved towards the inilla. 
Six military companies were inarched out 
of the grounds and stationed in front of 
the works, any is' the ord^d'ap^rdaohad; 
and paying no attention fo orders to halt, 
the dread word tire was given. They beat 
a haaty retreat when it waa learned that 
five lives had been siioriticod and several 
wounded. Ono of tho killed waa a school 
boy who had hia aohool book under his 
arm when befall. While the trouble was 
going on at Bay View a largo crowd of 
socialiats and Btrikers assembled, at Mil-^ 
waukeo gardtiii, west aido, aud were pre 
paring to carry out' a'pro'gramuie „bf riot

The 
firing of the b<'inbs and the' fatal result 
resulted in dispersing -,the mob, jThe 
greater part of the rioters W lo are of 
Pulish nutioniility, at last returned to the 
city on the south 'side and proceeded to 
back the resideuoeof 0-ipt B rchar of the 
guards; yesterduy'a firing havinu been 
done by that oo'rapany. The toaidence ia 
a complete Wreck. The iiifuria'ed fo- 
laiid-srs thon aaaembled near the Poliah 
church, and it is ruinoriid decided to arm 
themselves and make a raid on tho mili- 
tia at Bay View this afternoon.

All ordinatj^TpiaoeB Jbi jaiiainess 
are ope]n>^'Biit,, fcUa?8J',te*Jalnl'c)9t'^^^ entire 
ceaaatiou "ot all "ordinary transaotions; 
business men die.cuaiing the event in all 
its various ospecta. The mayor haa boon 
assured by all classes of citizens of their 
desire to aid him in every poasitlo way. 
Hon. E. B. Waahburne, ejc-minisler to 
France, remarked to- day that he liad 
never known during the carnage ouaotod 
by tha commuue in Paris so utterly cow- 
ardly and atrocious a murder as tha( of 
last night. If thero is any law to reach 
the perpetrators and instigators of the 
aifair it is now positive' that ^rfain death 
awaits him. MS'yaf' Harrison tliis after- 
noon, after consulting with his depart- 
munt efiicers, published a proclamation 
announcing thall all gatherings in crowds 
or in procesiions cannot be permitted, 
aud urging all law abiding citixens to 
quietly attend to their own ^flairs, and 
further assuring the'j^eopVe.tha^ tbe police 
can and will protect ' tneir' lives' and 
property and the good name of Chicago. 

Anoilier outbreak at tlio corner of 
Eighteenth street and Centre avonve oc- 
curred at about 5 p.m. Crowds lined the 
sidewalks for sovoral blocks, but wore 
being kept in motion as muchaa.possible. 
Suddenly a shot was ''iliesrd <' from the 
vicinity of a drug store at several police 
who were situated on an opposits corner. 
Tho officers immediately drew their re- 
volvers and fired. The mob scattered in 
every direction. Whether any one was 
seriously inju'red'or hbt it'wa'i^'im'poisiblo 
to ascertain. 

Inquest over the remains of police 
oflicer Deagan, who was murdered by an 
anarchist mob last night, was concluded at 
8:40 p m. This evening Chris. Spies and 
Michael Schwab, two of theprisonera,mado 
statements in -^heir^jOjifm'^behSl^" tfliioh 
^damaged ralher* 'tHsh'^'holpe'd V th'em. 
Schwab admitted ho did not believe in a 
personal God, Fielding made a state- 
ment that was uninteresting. August 
Spies made no statement and the jury re- 
tired. They were out half an hour and 
agreed on a verdict^ recommending, that 
all tlie prison'ers'^bcf^iieliS^Yor offirdeF wKh- 
out bail, and that Parsons'bo apprehend- 
od and be held. 

One of the policeman who raided the 
Arbitur Zeitung office gave some sensa- 
tional testimony. He said that on a sholf 
in Spie's private room he found a bundle 
containing sawdust and nitro glycerine. 
It looked exactly the same as thuy found 
on Desplaiaes street after the explosion, 
only it was hot. BO hard. Witness de- 
scribed tbe p^wt of the csplosicn 'jpon 
tome rocks underneath which it w.ts 
placed. Fragfaaenta of boulders were car- 
ried away immense distances, "Moat of 
the stuff," concluded tho officer, "is 
stored in the vault and one of our own 
men, who is an expert, says there is 
enough in it to blow up this, building," 

Mrs. A. R, Parsons, -wife of the fugi- 
tive anarchist, was ' itrrcstod this after- 
noon and was locked up at the central 
station. She was present this 
morning ■when the dicers made 
the raid 02i tho Arbi'ur 
Zeituug office, but the officers did not then 
wish to arrest her. They planned to arrest 
her, hoping she would make some appoint- 
ment with. . her htisband, so that the latter 
ooald be oaptnfeci. Late in the afternoon 
an officer burst open the private desk of 
Par-sons at his place of business, and in 
doing so fonnd that the drawers contained 
a large quantity of powder, fane and other 
explofiiTes, Qne of tbe explosives, a brasn 
cartridge of tho kind that is usee), iu heavy 
blasting, was six inches long and an inch 
and a half in diameter. It was full of giR.pt 
powder, with a fuse matched ready for 
lighting. Farsona had not beeu caught up 
to the time of writing. Search was made 
for him at his home, but bo was not found.

CABLE NEWS, 

ENGLAND. 

London, May S.— On the initiative of 
England, a collective note, signed by Eng- 
land, Germany, Austria, llussia, aud Italy, 
was presented to Greece to-day. Tho note 
states that while tho powers rcocguize tho 
friendly intonreution of Frauoe, referred to 
by Greece iu her answer to the ultimatnm, 
as having been accepted aud noted ou be- 
fore the receipt of the ultimatam, they 
muHt roqnire some more propiso assurances 
that uuteas the demand be proimpUy acced- 
ed to the signers ,i7ill withdraw Uieif minis- 
tors from Athens. ' ' ' 

At the loyalist mooting at Preston a letter 
was road from tbe Earl of Dtrby, in which 
he says the pre.ient parliament does not 
poHseti.i any moral right to decide the Irish 
ijuostiou. The right to settle that bolongii 
only to tho electots, whose opinion ou tho 
.subject has not beeu asked. If they decide 
iu favor granting home rule to Ireland 
nothing more can be said. Ho adds ho has 
not abandoned the hope'that the rulers will 
droj) the device of foroing*''their proposals 
upon au unprepared publio. The Duke of 
Norfolk presided at a oonsorvative mass 
meeting this evening in St. James' hall to 
protest against the homo rule policy of 
GtftdHtono, The attondauco was large. In 
his address tha duke declared tho result of 
the adoption of the policy would bo a re-vo- 
lution. He admitted Ireland had in the past 
been misgoverned by England, but con- 
tended tha^Uthe~i9bdditiot? . of the Irish 
peasant was the best enjoyed by his class 
anywhere in the world. Viscount Oran- 
brook branded the premier's statomont 
that his measures did nut moan a repeal 
of tho union act as an imposturo, and 
Gladstone who onco dts-jribod Purnell as 
marching through rapino to dismember- 
ment, was now himself doing his utmost 
to urge the country <o dismember tho om- 
piro. Baron Brainwell, once a prominent 
member of the liberal party, was intro- 
duced as one whose coiiscionce would not 
permit him to support the, present pre- 
mier in bis undertaking. The baron said 
hp had been a liberol all his life. Since 
1828 ho supported liberal measurca and 
men only, Gladstone taunted him and 
men like him as being seceders from the 
loyal party, but the speaker was an older 
liberal than tbe premier was. The taunt 
was not., well based .and 'Oladstone him- 
self was the real seceder from liberalism, 
because he had adopted homo rule not 
for tho reason that it conformed his party 
principles, but beoauso he found its adop- 
tion necessary as an expedient to secure 
the Irish vote in parlianient. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Baach and Viscount 
Cranbrook were appointed a committee to 
present to parliament a petition against 
granting homo rule to Ireland. Tho 
appointments wore received with loud ap- 
plause. The meeting unanimously adopt- 
ed resolutions denbuiioing ia''(trangterin8 
the policy of Irish home rule as 'fatal ' to 
tho integrity of the empire, calling on 
all loyal subjoota of the Queen toco opor- 
ate to defeat the measure, The meeting 
of the conucii of tho national liberal fed- 
eration league of Groat Britain to day was 
crowded by delegates from the different 
local oauouseii and party members of the 
house of commons. It was porpetved by 
the majority of tboBo present that the 
parky is swelling into line on Gladstone'a 
policy and the enthusiaajii grew 
uproarious, Resolutioni offered deolaired 
that s, pormanont settlement of 
the Irish question should be attempted ou 
the basis of ^'Hn'g'.lhS'Irish people control 
of their domesttoi/affairs, recognizing the 
bill before psrliament as the, foundation for 
such settjement. ■ y 'v.,7. " • . .' .

ALLEGED STK4LIN0. 

Wni. Moore, sr , charged with stealing 
eii{ht tons coal, the property of J. H. 
Turr.sr, in Juno last. 

Tho attorney-geueral in opening ex- 
plaiuod that the charge of piracy against 
lbs prisoner at the last . ssaiies being in- 
cluded in an indictment including others 
whpiwe^relAot. present at the trial, the ob- 
jection thatttfaa charge not being a separ- 
ate one it was held by his lordship that it 
could not be tried unless in the preauncu 
of the others. On the ground of the ab- 
sence of .material witnesses for the prose- 
cution in the present caae:of larceny he 
asked that the case be allowed to stand 
over until the next assizes.] ;A.h affi- 
davit made byl Mr^^Iii. Bifdwellf b'arris- 
tcr-at-law, was read in support of the 
statement that the requisite witnesses 
wore not procurable at present. Also an 
■^didavit from officer 8heppard stating 
that ho had good reason to believe that a 
witness named MoRae was attempting to 
evade the service of the subpoena fur his 
appearance; as a 'witness.^ - - In vie wjbf this 
he asked' that'the case be postponed until 
the next assizes. 

IMr. Richards, Q. C, (who with Mr. 
Taylor appeared for the defence) stated 
that he was ready fur the case 
regarding piracy to bo proceeded 
with ; and hud also expected the 
other case tn bo opened. He maintained 
that aa at the lust trial his objection that 
the case oould not be proceeded with in 
the absence of certain witnesses having 
been sustained the prisoner had, been 
bound over to appear at this«asa|ze for 
trial. The prisoner had 'so ^presented 
himself and upon arraignment would 
plead ; but if not an arraigned he object- 
ed that it was nacu.HSiiry that the reoognix- 
ances of the prisoner should be enlarged. 
No efforts had. been made by the proaeou- 
tioQ until within the last few^days^to se- 
cute tt.a^wita«;ii-i '.uoj s-dc^fttt«iLik^i.<,!\t5 
should have taken proper meaifs to obtain 
their presence. 

Mr. Taylor objected (quoting Ohitty on 
criminal law, page 493, vol, 1,) that no 
allegation was contained iu the afhdavUa 
that the persona required were unable to 
attend or were abroadj^atso'that the state- 
ment should* Gle 'poait'ively" made that the 
evidence was material; and also that there 
had been no regul:tr notice serrcd upon 
the counsel for the defense. Also quoted 
"auTTiority in which it was laid 
down thdt -an affidavit of the 
desodption . ^ named. -.roi^st. <itato 
what points ,ahi absent witness Would be 
required -to..fprpTe,j|p,.tbftt)f.his};lordihip 
could decide wltether ttis- -witness was a 
mrtterial one or not. Another objection, 
he urfjud, wis that although it was stated 
that A witness (Cyrus liardy) was a resi- 
dent.pf . this city .and'lha't' 'there were roa- 
sonaKle'gi'aun'ds'fbr'aupposing his return, 
it should have been stated at what time 
that return could be expected. ilo sub- 
mitted that these objections being valid, 
the present recognizmco.'?, which wore 
heavy, should nut ba ciinlinuod, and the 
prls'bner should be allowed to go upon his 
owa-,reoOjgnizances.-jK:s *i^,'* 

His lordship said'^ tbaC'an afBdavit that 
would undertake to prophesy would not 
have much ofTuct upon his mind, so he 
was not inclined to place much weight on 
that objection. The crown was entitled 
to one postponement of the 
rial on account of the absence 
of witneises^, If K^rthe prisoner 
was innocent* it was very requisite that 
the entjinoor named should be present tn 
tell whut took place. In any event lie 
should hardly think either party would be 
willing to go to trial without the prfsenoe 
of this witness. The palico officer, to 
whom almost the arrest of the witness 
had been confided, had declared himself 
unable to produce him at present; and he 
thought the abaonoo— the influential ab- 
sence — of this witness was jirima facie 
ground that his testimony was important, 
fhe crowti, it must be remembered, could 
only make this application once, and un- 
less the prosecution bring the prisoner to 
trial at the next aa^iizes or at the assizes 
next bat one, ho was entitled to go at 
large. The prisoner at the last trial took 
a point of law and gut the beneflt of it; 
but his having so taken it did noVjdero- 
gate from the rigbt to have liim tried 
properly and with proper wituessds^ " He 
lhoU){ht, therefore, that the applida'tion 
of the crown must be granted, the only 
object being the terms; and those should 
be proper recognizances to require the at- 
tendance of the prisoner at the next 
assizes for trial in both cases. 

Mr. Richards — Would your lordship 
object to enter on your notes that the 
prijoner ia willing to plead. 

Hii lordahip, in acceding, remarked: 
It seems, Mr. Richards, that you are 
ready to do ofNgr£ttiiqglth»t.tha;attbrney- 
general does not want you to do. 

AFTSa RECESS. 

BEOEiyiNQ STOLEN OOOM. 

Tarn Gorge, a' Ojiitiese lodging-house 
keeper, was indicted for having' on" Jonu- 
ary 17, 1880, feloniously stolen from the 
store of Jamea Maynard, Douglas street, 
two pairs of boots an4 a lot of leather 
uppers; and also for having taken into 
his possession certain stolen goods know- 
ing them to be so stolen. He wss de- 
fended by J. P. Walls, and wss ounvtoted 
on the second count, and sentenced to 
two yeara and sis months in the peni- 
tentiary. 

OAOL BRRA^tlKO. 

Harrison P. Wilson, Thonjss Martin, 
William HoUoway, and George Sutfrin 
wero charged with breaking gaol ori the 
23rd February, .1886. The two former 
pleaded guilty, and the two latter flot 
guilty. The cases of Holloway and 
Si^ffrin waa then proceeded with, the 
former being defended by. J. P. Walls, 
,r.^be^deettty^ttji£nV'KB^cc^' said that 
this wa^ only a' misdemeanor, as the 
prisoners were merely charged with an 
attempt to oominit a felony. Though they 
broke gaol they did-not succeed in ofi'ect- 
ing their escape. 

Gaoler Hutohineoh and assistant- 
gaoler DriscuU gave testimony, the 
former swearing that Suffrin had at- 
tacked him, and the latter that he' was 
obliged to uae his baton in order to free 
ilutchison from his grasp. Ijolloway, 
Driacoll swpra, was ironed on one leg 
previous to bis attention being called to 
the attempted escape, and when he en- 
tered the cell was^ sitting with , legs 
crossed, apparently taCint^ nb'i^^^ ih the 
matter. ' - . ' .' 

Martin was then called as a witness, 
(sentence not having yet been passed upon 
him), and deposed na follows : \Vas ooj^i- 
mitted fop breaking into THoiipaon's store, 
i'ried to byeajj gaol ; was in a cell with 
the prisoners ; Wilson and I were the 
onus who iutunded to do the work and go 
out; hoand'Imade up the ' scheme the 
j SiinfirfY <?rer»/?g grevioi'i.., the oth°.'^ hnf^ 
' being at church ; started to make the hole 
the day we were caught at about 3 u'clookj 
the boards have always been loose ; 
brou(jhttlie knife into th«^ ^ftol wheal 



came in ; Slled up the bottle with coal 
oil, whiola one ci the trusties left in my 
cell : it smelled bad, but never woke up 
tbe gaolers i.9:ot the axe around the bsr- 
rsoks, breaking the handle and making it 
more serviceable ; always could get plen- 
ty of wire around ; Wilson, Suffrin and 
I were in the room' together when I found 
the sxs ; Holloway aud Suffrin said they 
did not want to escape, that we could not 
escape .that nigbt. 4r>d that they would 
nest morning aik the gaoler to remove 
them to another cell ; the other two would 
not join us at all; they said they would 
take no responsibility, as they did not 
want to get into a scrape. 

To the deputy attorney-general — Got 
the handle of the axa in the shed or pos- 
sibly in the hall. The lamp must have 
been lighted three houra. 

To B3r. V/alJs — Thar^ ia a window of 
the ceil looking'into the yard ; the cell ia 
6x6 i when I laid down, my head was in 
in one corner and my feet in another ; a 
tall man would have to bend himself up 
in order to He down. 

To his lordship — I have often known 
people tb 'cry out at intervals all night 
long without beiat; heard. On this night 
in question one man who had cried out 
ruptured himself, without being attended 
to for some time. 

Harrison P. Wilson was then sworn and 
testitiad as follows: Martin aud I were 
the only men implioated in the escape. 
The boys in thn dock had nothing to do 
with it. We intended putting- a hole 
through the wall. We had a hatchet and 
a pocket-knife. They both belonged to 
Butcher, the trusty, who used them for 
cleansing purposes. There waa uo han- 
dle to the axe. Wc got it from him also, 
asiwall 'M'the bottle, viokandoil. Thu 
tin un the bottle came ofiT the cup, Had 
planned the escape only three or four 
days before we wore caught. Pulled the 
boards down; had uo ditlioulty in doing 
do. Used the lamp from about 4:30 till 
after 10 o'clock. Told Suffrin the after- 
noon of the attempted escape, He did 
not vraut to have anything to do with it. 
He came in aboiit 2:30 o'clock; Hullowuy 
csme irt ahoat 4 n'c}ock^ rrhen the "con- 
struotion"of the hole had been started. The 
men who brought around the tea did not 
sea the hole; neither Suffrin or Hollo- 
way told them of the hole; got the 
wire from Butcher. Ho took it oQ 
the broom and gave it to me ; Holloway 
was in prison garb and ironed ; there was 
a window with grating looking into the 
yard ; any of the prison authorities oould 
have seen in; ,- -.i; 

HisiordsKipHr-Perhaps all the prisoners 
iiKVe coaVoiriamprinHheir rooms. There 
seems to '^a M'tiahntx' 'why thoy should 
not have them. His lordship thought 
that while there were slif;bt discrepancies 
in the statements of the two last witnesses, 
they, on the whole, agreed iu the most 
material points. > . ; 

The deputy attorney-general thought so 
too, but ^uffrin's attack on the gaoler 
would seem to be stron,^ evidence against 
him. 

The crown here rested its case, and Mr. 
Walls addressed ihe jury on behalf of 
Holloway. He said that the evidence 
againsi his client^ was very slim indeed.. 
The cro wn in tba'^exjiroisa of its discretion' 
had put Martin and Wilson on the stand. 
Their testimony agreed wonderfully, and 
showed a truth which was remarkable in 
men in their position. Holloway in pris- 
on garband ironed, could nothave escaped. 
These tWo boys would have been re"- 
strained by the guilty onen from 
girin)( the alarm, and a sense of 
honesty would prevent their giving 
away their pals. He referred 
to the failure of the authorities to see the 
light, or to notice the attempt at escape. 
It was not' his client's pairt to give thu 
alarm, and there waa no actual break- 
ing, 

His lordahip said that Martin was sim- 
ply aoouiod of stealing, not convicted, 
while Wilson had boon convicted of horse 
stealing. They were suspicious witness- 
es; because, then, they wera tainted wit- 
neasei aud had;a;felloiv^fe|iling with the 
accused they are not to be strictly be- 
lieved, but since the crown has brought 
them into the witness box, it would aeeiu 
that their testimony waa deserviug care- 
ful attention and consideration. The 
prisoners might all have been at work al- 
ternately, and Wilson and Martin dis- 
covered, but in any event Suffrin's at- 
tack on Gaoler Hutchison would seem to 
militata against him. Suffrin said that 
there was a reason for hit striking the 
gaoler. The jury found the prisoners not 
guilty without leaving tha box, Martin 
and Wilson were then seritenoed, his 
lordship saying that Martin showed 
great foolishness in breaking gaol, .since 
now that two assizes had gone by, he 
could have claimed his ;.disphargei' but it 
had Qow gona out 'of hlB' power ' to' inter- 

M^nti^'i^d'Ju'^^ii- nowj'b^^ gaol 
eleven monthi,* was Tmpatieht of im- 
prisonment, and was innocent of tho 
crime charged against him- 

His lordahip aoiitenced I\;Iartin and 
Wilson to tl^ree qionth^' eaph. >Yil8on'« 
sentence to take effect ai; the ponclusion 
of hia present terq.

As I cabled you nn Wedoceday, Truth 
this week contained a paragraph announc- 
ing that the government;. had decided to 
subsidize the proposed line of steamers 
between Vancouver, Hong Kong and 
Australia. The subsidy, it was stated, 
would amount to no leas than £100,000 
annually, the conditions imposed upon 
the company in return being that tho 
steamers must bo of firat-cluES character, 
capable of carrying guna and troops, and 
that the goveriimont should have tho 
right to use them if required in ine ovent 
of war. Enquiries which I hnv.o ..•ij)re 
made enable me to say that Mr, L-tbuu- 
obere ia^certain]^:^ prematura |in^;hisii']^n- 
nouhcement." 'The 'Xraperial . authorities 
have not yet come to any decision on tho 
point. The company's representations 
have been before them amue time, and 
are still under conaideration. The terin.i 
upon which any agreement of the kind 
could be entered into had, however, to be 
considered very oliyf d.|ly 'jin ./ftonnection 
with tho tenders'sent '"in before tho end 
of last month, for the contract with the 
postmastor-genoral for tho carriage of the 
mails now conveyed from San Francisco 
to China and Japan, ^i>isibly Mr. La- 
bouchere has by some rneons or ssother 
obtained an inkling.of ' the .conditions to 
which the cninpiui^.hay.e:gMked the Im- 
perial' government t'd~subaoribo;. Biit, I 
may repeat, more than this it ia impossi- 
ble for him to know, since no course of 
action haa been decided upon. I. believe 
it may bo aaaumed that, ahould the gov- 
ernment agree to auhsidize the proposed 
line of steamers at all, the subsidy will of 
necessity amount to a considerable sum, 
for a little lellection will show that the 
company would only be able to comply 
with the requirements of the gov- 
ernment by incurring a much larger ex- 
penditure than -would be in° any way 110- 
cessary if either tbe railway bir iteamship 
service were utilized only for ordinary 
purposes. For instance, tho transit and 
transhipment of heavy guns and other 
materials of war can only be accomplished 
bj' machinery uf a much more powerful 
and expensive character than it used in 
ordinary commerce. It is quite possible, 
therefore, though on this point I have not 
been able to ebtain any definite informa- 
tii n, that the subsidy isked for is ai 
much as £100,000 annually. The more 
doubtful point is whether, groat as would 
be the value of tho route to tho empire, 
the British authorities will be willing to 
incur so l.-«rge un expenditure in the pres- 
ent condition of the imperial exchequer, 
To thia question Mr. Labouober6's.,state- 
ment must not be accepted as an authen- 
tic reply. ' ' - 

In this oonneotion it ia well to. notice 
an incidental statement of Lord^ Gran- 
ville's on Wednesday at tho farewell ban- 
quet to Mr. R Murray Smith, the retir- 
ing agent-general for Victoria. Lord 
Granville mentioned that proposals are 
now under consideration for the co-oper- 
ation of the imperial guvornment and the 
whole group of Australasian oolonies.for 
defending King George's Sound. He 
added: "Although it does not directly in- 
terest Mr. Murray Smith, I may mention 
that similar proposals, accepted in princi- 
ple, are beinf( considered by the govern- 
ment of the Dominion and ourselves as to 
the defence of Vancouver.
